Vienna, Jan. 2rt.— All hope of res- 
oning ftUve the men who were entombed 
by the ezploeipn of firedamp in the 
Fdrtachritt mise At Dose, Bohemia, 
Tuesday, bM been aVandoned. An In- 
vestigation of tlie list of employes vc- 
Teals the fact that liW men lost their 
lives in tlio disast(>r, as it is generally 
conceded that thoso wlio were not killed 
by the explosion muHt have been suffo- 
«atedby the afterdamp. The mine is 
being deared of the wreckage, -but the 
irork ia neoetsarily alow. Every effort 
^rOH be made to recover the bodies of 
^litf.dead. 

Tiany pitiable anilhoartrendingacone.s 
were witnesBed about the month of the 
shaft when it vraa aunutiuceU by the 
mine ofticialH that beyond a shadow of 
doubt every man in the mine was dead. 
Ko exi>lanntion has been mad* -M-tO 
how the oxploeion (x;cnrred. 

An inimenso (luantitv of afterdamp 
has accumulated in the mine. Late 
yesterday afternoon, while a party of 
rescuers Were at work, the gas filled the 
mine so rapidly that every man of the 
party had to fl&e for his life. It is abso- 
nmy impowib le to enter the miM.

PIERS At OttU.<)^<W ~aiFR,Efl. 

GtaofaaaM Mvavmon'a 8ohein« tto Vovm 
an Io« Uurbor. 

CiNcnnrATi, Jan. 25.— A rcpcji ter in- 
terviewed nearly twenty of the leading 
coal merchants and rivermen of the qity 
to ascertain their views in relation to 
the proposed ice piers. Thay are all in 
favor of placing three piers at "Cul- 
lom's Bifflo," five miles below the city. 

At that point the government has 
constructed a long dike to turn the 
channel on to the Kentucky side of the 
the river. This dike just appears above 
the surface of the river at n five-foot 
stage, and coal boats can pass over it at 
a moderately high stage of water. Be- 
hind the dUce is a large bayou, one and 
one-hadf miles long, in which half of the 
iMvges and boats at Cincinnati can be 
BoiAti. 

It is proposed by the rivermen to 
have three piers erected on this dike, 
thirty feet high and fifty feet apart, 
and thus to form a shelter from the ice 
for 1^ craft that choose to seek the 
place. 

The plan has the one favorable feat- 
ure that It does not block up toa waters 

of the river opposite Cincinnati. 

it is understood that the rivermen 
will advocate this scheme in preference 
to the others proposed. ^ ■

view says: 

Report.^ have been reoeived from the 
correBpondonts in twelve states on the 
copdition of winter wheat and on the 
conditi<in and movement of cattle. In 
Illinois winter wheat is in from fail to 
gootl c.mdit'on generally. About 18 per 
cent, of the correspondents, hower, re- 
port that in their counties the stand 
was rather weak when winter set in, 
and, in one or two instanoes, it was 
feared the wheat had been injured by 
the severe cold weather before the 
blanket of snow came. A part of this 
poor condition at the present time is 
one to the slowness of the plant in get- 
ting a start, and later conditions may 
operate to entirely repair the damage. 
Tne condition of cattle is everywhere 
good. Th«re4nn»f«w cattle neiiig ittar- 
keted. 

In Indiana about 70 per cent, of the 
correspondents report the condition of 
wheat as good, 13 per cent, report fair 
and the rest, poor. This is the condition 
in which it went into winter quarters, 
since which there has been little change. 
Cattte aire in good condition, but very 
few are being shipped, taking the state 
ps a whole. 

In Michigan the winter wheat is in 
good condition in most of the counties 
reporting. In a few of the counties the 
crop has not recovered from the effects 
of the ravages of the fly reported last 
fall. This loss 6f condition, however, 
will amount to very little, when taken 
in connection with the condition of the 
crop throu^out fb» atate. CSattla am 
in good condittoD, tmt few are- being 
marketed. 

In Kentucky the Wheat cron is not up 
to the condign reported in tne preced- 
ing states. Ta» correapondents do not 
generally report it much above 7S per 
cent, of an average. In half of the 
counties cattle are reported to be in 

Sood concUtion, and in the other half 
lie conditiou is fair. In Missouri whoat 
is not in a desirable condition. It is re- 
ported abomt Evenly at good, fair, poor. 
In a nnmbw of the counties the wheat 
is reported injored by the hard freezing 
and the lack of snow. In other counties 
tiie snow cam* after the wheat was 
froaen, but did not cover it to a snffl- 
cient depth to prevent further injury. 
In others the &onth of last f did 
damage to the lilant from which it has 
not yet reeoveiMl. Oaltta an in good 
condition throughout the state, bot the 
movement is very slow. 

In Kansas the wiatar wheat is gen- 
erally reported good, but some report 
only fair. The whole state has been 
nnaer a good blanket of snow nearly all 
winter, and thia presuea a good crop, 
even in those ^ oiwlitiBa where it now 
appears unoemia. Cattle are in good 
condition, vritli Utiila cr no movement. 

In Kebraaka half ct the fotuities re- 
port condition food, Biidy JtajiflBir, 
and two report poor. ^ iMlt of the 
countiea the conditi4B bitaDilar to tlut 
in Kansas, HkM/Mt bsinf moatly cov- 
ered with mow. Caltla ara is good 
oonditian with small movemonti 

InIow«the crop of winter wlmti» 
in good oondltlon. Cattle an alao good, 
with Uttle movement Tba Mate is 
tnie of wheat in Wisconsin and what 
Uttle is grown in Minnesota and South 
Dakota. The cattle in all five states, 
Iowa, Wisconsin, Minnesota and the 
two Dakotas. are in generally good con- 
dition, but few are being sent to the 
market. The oactie that are being mar- 
keted an being taken mostly by the lo- 
cal trade. 

ITALY AND BRAZIL. 

A Litliti \V»r Llkuly to Occur lletween

Italian bailors and the Italian reaidentti 
held a meeting on the evening of Juhr 8 
to protest against the outrage. 
the meeting the Italians formed into a 
procession and paraded the streets. 
Tliis incensed the natives, who attacked 
the pnradera. A riot ensued, which 
lasted all night and far into the next 
day, July 4. The ofke of the Italians' 
- journal, Roman, was wrecked.

Nrtw York, Jan. 20.— A fire broke ont 
in the Actors* club house at 48 West 
Eighth street at an early hour yesterday 
morning. Two tomcata were fighting 
fiercely in the harbor shop in the base- 
ment and din ing the battle overturned 
an oil stove, which set the jdace afin\ 
The buildina; is a four story brown stone 
house, and tileeping in it at the time the 
flames broke forth were C. M. Reming- 
ton and Thomas A. Wise, of the Olori- 
ana company; Wharry Hawk, H. C. 
Smart, Percy Howard, Wemyss Hender- 
son, of the Chicago opera house, and 
William H. Daly, the well known stage 
ma nailer. 

Mr. Daly and Mr. Howard were sick, 
the former being helpless in bed from 
rheumatism. The only man awake at 
the time was Barber Gallate, who un- 
RticcehSiully endeavored to extinguish 
the blaze, which had gottmi a good 
headway when the firemen arrived. 
I ht' tiremen found Manager Daly and 
Mr. Howard in their beds and currie<l 
them to the roof. They were badly 
choked by smoke and Mr. Daly suffered 
greatly. Policeman Aheam was im- 
prisoned in the building and jumped 
from a eecond-story window, receiving 
severe injuries. The two cata were 
saved. Loss, ii; 2,500. 

HOTBL BURNEO.

The hotel was built six years ago, and 
had a('commodation.s for about 500 
guests. It h;id <-igiit stories, ftrontiug 
ou the bay. The e.'.tent of the loss and 
insurance cru not yet be given. 

About thirty people, who make the 
hotel their residence throniihout the 
yf ar, were asleep at the time, but were 
quickly arouaed, and nearly all were 
enabled to escaix) without injury; sev- 
eral of them, however, delayed tlieir 
flight in order to save valuables, and 
v.-ere compelleii to jump from the first 
balcony. One man, whose escape was 
shut off in all direotionSi iwaped into 
the water from the Mff <■ tM hotel, 
but waa rescued^

HORRIBLE CRIMES.

New OKLEAiNS, Jon. 20.— One of the 
most horrible crimes ever committed 
here occurred yesterday evening, and 
resulted In a woman's tiiroat being cut 
from ear to ear, a man being murdered 
Mid another being lyuche<i. The crimo 
took place in the Fifth district of this 
city, which is fau off from the thickly 
settled neighborhoods. 

Mrs. Maitin McMahon, an aged 
woman, keeps a grocery at the cui'uer 
of Atlantic and Pacific avenues. She 
sometimes hired a negro ex-convict 
named Fisher. Yesteraiy evening sh - 
sent the negro on an errand. She ex- 
pressed dirtuleasure at a trifiing pur- 
chase he hiid made for her. The negro 
without warning reached over to where 
a large meat knife was, and, taking it 
up, rushed for the wonuin. He caught 
her by her hair and cut her throat. 

The woman's screams attracted the 
attention of a white man who ran to 
her assistance. The negro fled, jump- 
ing a back fence and hiding in an out- 
house of another.dwelling. In the mean- 
time the uoisehadbrought John Barrett, 
a fireman, to the scene. He caught the 
negro, but like a flash the latter tume<l 
and stabbed him three times, killing 
him instantly. 

By this time, the entire neighborhood 
had been arouSed and men armed with 
every kind of weapon came upon the 
scene and after several shots had been 
fired at the negro the crowd quickly got 
a rape and with cries of "hang him t»e- 
fore he dies" dragged him into the yard 
and strung him up. 

Mrs. McMahon is dangerously wound- 
ed. 

CRONKHI TE'S DEF ALCATION. 

It la a Very Srrloaa Sluttor With UN 

Attica, Ind., Jan. 20.— The defalca- 
tion of Angn.si us ( 'roiikite is a aerious 
matter, not only with the bondsmen, 
bat with the people, the vatilts being 
empty and necessitating the borrowing 
of money for a year or two. Yesterday 
the commisidoners arranged for borrow- 
ing $S(t,000. There are thirty bondsmen, 
of whom fifteen will have to bear the 
bulk of the burden, aevea of the others 
being worthless &iancially, while eight 
will be penniless long before they meet 
their proportion. 

Cronklute was not a speculator, but 
he had an unfathomable mania for 
making investmenta. Whenever he 
heard of property for sale he was al- 
ways in tne market at any price, and 
when the proDMrty was secured he at 
once began to lavuh mon^ in improve- 
ments. His 40O acre farm in Steuben 
township waa inoreaaed to 800 acres in 
four years, and during the last year he 
put in more fendng than all the rest of 
the farms in the township. His proper-, 
ty is nearly all owned himself and 
wife jointly, and it cost $S0,0OO, with 
half that mortgage covering it. 

It ia stated by a dose friend that he 
has an investment in the nlate-glass 
factory at Marion, but aa tola is not 
definitely known the probable amount 
is not included in his assets. Peter 
Fleming filed his bond yeaterday in

Thursday, February 2, is the date fixed 
fdr the Democratic caucus to select a soc' 

cpssor to f't>natnr Carlisle. There are 
but two Lindsay men on the caucus com 
niittec, and the friends of Stona and Mo- 
Creary did not want an early caucus. 

The Daily Press of Lexington has a 
correspondent on the groand, and in a 
letter the night the caucus was fixed 
he says : " The decision of the committee 
is hailed with delight at MoOraarjr haad- 
quarteta, and is there taken as a good 
omen in the flght They hope by delay 
to succeed in changing some of the Lind- 
say men, and it la not improbable that an 
eflbrt will be made to get up McCreary 
mass-moelingf in a niiiiibtM- of counties 
over the State whose Ilepresentative have 
declared for Lindsay to instroet them to 
vote for McCreary. The Courier-.Tonrnal 
aggregation of political wire-pullers has 
by no means despaired of electing lie* 
Crearyand will conduct a most desperate 
and skillfully managed fight from now on 
to accomplish that result. If McCreary 
dMs not win it will not be because every 
means known to some of the shrewdest 
political schemers in tha Stata hava not 
l>een resorted to. 

"The Stone men are gratified at the 
committee's decision, for it gives the 
wind a little longer chance to blow their 
way. ' 

"The Lindsay men are naturally dis- 
appointed at the long postponement of 
the caucus. It will make no change in 
their front, however, they dcclnrc. Their 
column is solid and will remain steadfast, 
I hey say, against all the machinaUons of 
the Courier-Journal ringsters. They con- 
tinue to claim Lindsay's nomination on 
the first ballot. No opposition will be 
made to the decision of the caucus com- 
mitee. They are as confident as ever and 
only wanted the caucus held immediately 
because they knew that their man would 
win 'anyhow, and thoagbt the sooner it 
wan over with the bettor it would be for 
everybody. 

" My own impression abotit the post- 
l)oneinent of thc caucus is tliat it will not 
in any way weaken Lindsay. On the 
contrary, ^ l>aliave it will strengthen him. 
Hia friends regard the late date as an in- 
justice, and done in order to compass his 
defeat, and those who have been for him 
will now 1)0 more earnestly for him than 
ever. And then, too, it brings tlie Lind- 
say managers to the realization of the 
fact that they have a^ery hard flght be 
fore them, and to win means increasing 
and over watchful labors from now until 
February 2, in order to keep their line 
intact and strengthen it as far as possible. 

" Notwithstanding the late date of the 
caucus it looks to me to-night even more 
like Lindsay than it did last night. The 
first attempt at coniitiiij; noses and 
naming them at the same time was made 
to4i^ by Ih* aorrespondent of tha Lonia' 
ville Post, whicli in t;iking no sides in the 
fight, with the following result: Lindsay 
41, McCieary 41, Staaa-lf. ' 

"Several of the members, liowerer, 
who are placed in the McCreary column 
will be found in the Lindsay column 
when the balloting begins. Without 
attempting to name the members and 
who they are for, I offer, after a very care- 
ful study of the situation, the following 
estimate of the present strength of each 
man: Lindsay 45, McCreary 36, Stone 19. 

"Enough of tha Stone men are for 
Lindsay for second ehoioe to elect him 
when Stone drops out, and I don't be- 
ieve that Stone can throw them to Mc- 
Creary. Not only that, but I believe 
that after a number of ballots have been 
taken and the Stone followeis are satis- 
fled that there is no possible chance for 
their man, a nnmber of tliein will volun- 
tarily leave hiiii and cast their votes for 
Lindsay. 

"Their allegiance to Stone is not strong 
enough to impel them to stand by him 
ndeflnitely if by so doing it means an 
interminable deadlock with no chance 
for Stone. i 

"Nor can McCreary's vote be trans- 
ferred to Stone without loss. A number 
are for McCieary on aooount of location 
ind \\ hen McCreary dropa ont will be for 
Lindsay. 

" I tlierefore see no chance whatever 

for either Stone or ^IcCreary. Nor does 
there seem to bo as much prospect now 
Of a deadlock as aevaral days ago, and 
without a deadlock Lindsay will certainly 
win as it looks now." 

The Frankfort correspondent of the 
I^ouisville Commercial says : " The result 
of the caucus committee's action in over- 
riding the will of the majority of the 
members of the caucus is rapidly prov- 
ing itself an active business-like Isoome- 
rang. In the first place, tlie Lindsay men 
made a showdown, and they had forty- , 



nine men that could not bo moved, and 
then twb moly ItashU and GardneiMir> 
members of tha oomflltttBe, making flfly- 
one. and^'jheaidM these there ire sareral 
absentees who ara parieetly well known 
asstraightHnitUndaaymatt. Thladiows 
several more than enough to nominate 
Judge Lindsay on the first ballot. But 
thara ware four membaia of tha caoens 
committee who are oppased to Lindsay. 
They are Tony Carroll, John Welch, Har- 
vey Myers and the Chairman, Senator 
Will .Vnderson. The anti-Lindsay com- 
mitteemen wanted to put off the caucus 
to February 8, but the two stood out and 
Anally got it fixed for February 2. 

"l^ere is a great deal of indignation on 
acconntof the caucus juggling, but Judge 
Lindsay's fine sense of honor induces him 
to submit rather than to seem to try to 
escajio the consequences of an innocent 
act of hisk It seems that at the beginning 
of the session Judge Undsay moved that 
Senator Anderson be appointed to repre 
sent the Senate on the joint committee. 
Were ihe Senate fairly repreaented on 
that committee Judge Lindsay's friends 
would be in the majority, but the Mc- 
Crearyites are willing to use the advant- 
age which Judge Lindsay is too honorable 
to disallow. But the acquiescence of the 
Lindsay men is accompanied with a 
solemn protest, (uid when the country 
people hear of the $l,000-a-day delay, 
somebody will be sorry for this petty piece 
of political work. * * * All the Ulk 
about changes from one candidate to an- 
other are mainly moonshine.

"The last announcement from Holla 
Hart at .the Lindsay headquarters is:

Living in NewTork Wb«re H« Spends 
Bit L«ii«rt Boon Is BmI 



New York World : " Dan Rice is the 
oMeit Uvlnff clown in tbe world. Up to 
two years ago William Henry Wallett 
waa the oldeat ring jester. Wallett died 
in But Nottingham, England, two ycarH 
ego, at the age of eighty-four. He had 
appeared in the ring almost without In- 
teiraption fpr nearly half a century. He 
waa eighty-two when he last wore hia 
ring costume. Daniel Bice, who will be 
■eventy years old next Saturday, lives in 
qoiet lozory at No. 447 Weat Twenty- 
ilnt atreet. 

" The ' Qtioon'R Jester," as Wallett waa 
called, played first as an actor in 1850. 
Ai • mfanle in Bnglead h« wai oonildefed 
a succees. He made hit< Aineriean debut 
{he same year in a building then erected 
for circus performaneea on Aetor place. 
It was then that he met Rice, and the 
greatest two clowns combined their 
interests in one show, the two taking 
alternate parte ia tht Ting— Bice as clown 
and Wallett as fItigttMter, and vice versa. 
The two traveled throughout the United 
States and Earope. 

"'Wallett,' said Dsn Klee recently, 
' while the most entertaining of men 
socially, while in tbe ring could neither 
leiap, tomble, vault, dadoe nor sinff. His 
greet grip waa with his mother wit and 
imitation of the old-time King's jester. He 
was billed, however, as the Qoeen's Je«ter. 
His death leaven ine the oldest Intimate 
Shakespearian clown living.' 

" Dan Rice played first as clown in 1844 
In Galena, 111., the home of General 
Grant. His fame spread rapidly, and he 
amassed and spent several forttine.'<. He 
did not retire from the ring until 1882, 
appearing last in San Francisco. 

the most important incidents 
in his career he alludes to a ring 
performance at niiladelphia, in 1880, 
at the Walnut J^treet Theatre, wliich he 
owned. Tbe medical students of the dty 
had expressed th^ sympathy with the 
South and Rice sent invitations to 200 of 
them to attend the show one night. The 
students were severely lectured by Uice, 
who was an ardent admirer of the North 
in its struggle to put down slavery, and 
he harangued the students while in the 
ring. The students left tbe theatre 
in a body, denouncing Rioe for his speech. 
'The clow n wa.s afterwards warmly com- 
mended for bis utterances by A. J. Cur- 
tin, afterwards Governor of Pennsylvania, 
and Colonel J. W. Forney. 

" '.I realize tbe fact that I will sooner or 
later be no more;" said Mr. Bice, ' and I 
have made repeated efforts to have my 
life properly written. I gave the data to 
Vni Hunt to compile five years ago, l>ut 
he died while engaged in the work. Then 
Marvin K. Clark took it up, but he be- 
came blind and had to give it up. James 
Redpath was next to tackle it, but while 
engaged in the work he was run over and 
sustained a fracture of the leg. He died 
during an operation in consequence of 
that injury. Other men undertook to 
finiHli the job, but they had to desist for 
various reasons. John Paul Bocock is at 
work on it now, and if he lives I expect 
to have the book out in March.' 

"The history of Dan Bice is as full of 
•tartlhig incident, instructive fact and 
melo-dramatic point as the most ardent 
lover of romance could wish it to be; 
whUe his tone of thought and action 
which hisohistory develops exhibits a 
mind, heart and- purpose combined of 
rare atoments. A reckless s^f-will which 
has ever marked his career in life caused 
him at a very early age to leave the 
parental roof and become a cosmopolite 
before he could have received an impress 
of education or formed any stable habits 
of thought. And thus at a period of life 
when association was more likely to give 
bias to action and impress its- own fea- 
tures upon the chanu-ter, he threw him- 
self upon the cold ocean of tbe world, 
without beacon light or guiding star to 
direct his pathway, the sport of accident, 
the nursling of fate. If b^ had bis life to 
live over again, he says, he would not have 
it different. 

" Mr. liico says lie has been married 
three times, and has children and grand- 
chtldran'scattered all over the world. All 
hlfl relatives are directly^ or indirectly 
connected with the stage or ring. His last 
marriage was contracted with a rich 
Texan ranch-owner, who is now in Eu- 
rope. 

"The retired clown is employing bis 
leisure hours -In re^l estate speoulation. 
•He scarcely looks seventy years old. He 
has a ruddy look, strong voice and moves 
with a grace and freedom remarkable in 
one who has passed through many hard- 
ships."
